EMERGENCY PROVISION 


The McCarren law provides that 
in the specified circumstances the 
President may proclaim an “in- 
ternal security emergency”—the 
step which Eastland asked Gon- 
gress itself to take—and set in 
motion a roundup of “each person 
as to whom there is reasonable 
ground. to believe that such per- 
son probably will en in, or. 
probably will eonspire others 
to engage in, acts of espionage or 
sabotage.” 

The act suggests that member- 
ship in the U. §S. Communist 
Party within the past three years 
be considered as one item in de- 
termining “reasonable ground”

Word of the latest extension of 
iron curtain rules reached Wash- 
ington Wednesday and Secretary 
of State Acheson was asked about 
retaliation at a news conference.

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Sabotagin is

Representative Mims of Miller County 
Wednesday criticized “sorry and low-down 
people” who seek to make a political foot- 
ball out of state welfare institutions. He 
had Milledgeville State Hospital in mind in 
particular when he said welfare officials were 
attempting to do a good job but were 
“hounded 24 hours a day by politicians,” but 
his remarks could extend to the whole wel- 
fare program. 

We agree with Representative Mims that 
political interference with administration of 
welfare aid of any type is unwholesome and 
dangerous. And yet, the House state of the 
republic committee recommended Passage of” 
a bill Tuesday which would repeal a 1951 
act under which children of aged parents are 
forced to support them. 

In our opinion, this bill is politically in- 
spired and fostered as a vote-getting meas- 
ure. It is certainly contrary to the gover- 
nor’s wishes of a year ago when he spon- 
sored the measure as a means to curtail the 
state’s growing welfare rolls and to place the 
responsibility for supporting aged parents 
upon children who are able to support them. 

Welfare Director Alan Kemper says the 
dependent parents law is working effec- 
tively and is, in his opinion, “a very good 
law.” It has reduced the old-age pension 
rolls by some 6,000. 

“Children have a moral responsibility to 
support their aged parents,” Mr. Kemper 
said. “If they are able to but not willing 
to do it, I think they should be forced to.” 

We agree with Mr. Kemper. 

All welfare aid, including old-age pen- 
sions, should be dispensed on a basis of need. 
This aid has been approved by the Ameri- 
can people as a means of meeting collec- 
tively some of our tough social problems. It 
was not intended as a method of permitting 
citizens to avoid their just responsibilities.

‘Speed Trap’ Publicity 


Voids Tourist Promotion 


Today’s Pulse of the Public presents a 
letter from a Mr. W. H. ‘Lake protesting treat- 
ment in an alleged speed trap in Bryan 
County, Georgia. 


We attempt no conclusions on the validity 
of Mr. Lake’s complaint. You can draw 
your own. We would add, however, that the 
gentleman also called us to tell what hades 
happened to him. He enclosed with his let- 
ter a receipt for cash bond for $50 issued 
‘from the Bryan County sheriff's office. 


Michigan tourists charged last Saturday 
that a Toombs County deputy sheriff stopped 
three cars orf the highway and collected $21 
from each driver. They said this dispenser 
of justice-from-the-hip admitted they were 
driving carefully, but told them they would 
have to pay a fine for speeding anyway. 

Like other travelers from afar, they paid 
up rather than to face the inconvenience 
and expense of a layover or a return for trial. 

We have witnessed unfair, tactless treat- 
ment of out-of-state motorists on Georgia 
highways. We have received many reports 
of that sort of thing. We know that the Chi- 
eago Motor Club in the past has advised 
tourists to take an Alabama route to avoid 
speed traps in Georgia. 

We note with interest that speed trap 
plaints from Georgians are few and far be- 
tween. Apparently, it’s the out-of-state tag 
that spells “game” for the fee-hungry local 
law combine. 

We hold no brief for flagrant violators 
of the law. Our state has a 55-mile limit, 
with a change to 60 m. p. h. by day, 50 by 
night, under consideration. What we want 
is enforcement of the law among all motor- 
ists, resident and nonresident alike, and tact- 
ful, courteous treatment when an arrest is 
deemed necessary. 

Georgia has awakened to the possibilities 
of profit from the tourist trade. We are 
publicizing and advertising and talking toll 
roads to bring tourists into Georgia. 

Our efforts will be in vain if we allow 
the extracting of heavy toll in highway speed 
traps to offset all this favorable promotion.

Words the World 


Has Been Waiting for 


Prime Minister Churchill's resolve that 
the British Commonwealth will bend every 
effort “to earn our own living and pay our 
own way” will go a long way to allay United 
States impatience with British reluctance to 
go all out in the fight to save the free world 
from Communist aggression. 

Challenging critics, the Prime Minister 
reminded us “we have surmounted all the 
pefils and endured. all the agonies of the 
past.” He called attention to the fact that 
the West need have no fear if it sticks to- 
gether in meeting its common problems. He 
also gave needed stippert in his address 
Monday night to the North Atlantic Pact, the 
European army idea, and collective measures 
to insure the free world against slavery. 

It was a reassuring speech—the one the 
world had waited for since he gave up his 
duties of leadership at the war’s end. The

More Power

Zack Cravey? 


The introduction of the Talmadge-sponsored 


bill on presidential 


electors apparently was 


— ' designed primarily for Georgia’s role in national 
politics—but it marks another rise in the power of Georgia's Comp- 


troller General Zack Cravey. 


Were it not for the fact that Cravey 


professed no knowledge of the bill at the time it was introduced, 
political observers might think Cravey’s backers had something 
to do with it to promote him as Governor Talmadge’s successor. 
We doubt that Cravey knew much, if any, more about the bill 
than the administration leaders in the Senate and House—who were 
caught by surprise when the governor sent it up. 


It was only a few years ago 
that State Treasurer George B. 
Hamilton was knocked out of 
control of the State Housing 
Authority by the creation of a 
three-man commission. The 
Legislature abolished the lone 
commissioner, and named Ham- 
ilton, Cravey and the governor 
as the three-member commis- 
sion. The former one-man com- 
missioner is obviously the mi- 
nority member of the commis- 
sion today. 


The presidential electors bill 
would eliminate Secretary of 
State Ben Fortson Jr. as the 
arbiter in disputes. It would 
set up a three-member com- 
mission. The commission 
would be composed of Cravey, 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook and 
the governor. 


There’s a difference in these 
two moves, however. Hamilton 
was an arch political enemy of 
Cravey and Talmadge. Cravey, 
himself, was out to get Hamil- 
ton. In the present bill, admin- 
istration leaders who introduced 
the bill express the greatest of 
friendship for Fortson. There 
is no “get Fortson” spirit be- 
hind the bill. Yet it completely 
eliminates Fortson as the arbi- 
ter, while Hamilton was left as 
a minority member of the hous- 
ing board. 

Critics of the governor’s bill— 
ef which we are one—make 
the mistake of saying it would 


is too much power for one man 
to have. He says it would be 
better to. saddle this responsi- 
bility on three men. That sounds 
logical. He says one of these 
men should be the attorney gen- 
eral because he is the state’s 
lawyer. That seems logical. 
The bill lists as the other two 
members the comptroller gen- 
eral and the governor. Is this 
logical? 

The secretary of state is 
charged by law with the respon- 
sibility of administering the 
election laws. He is elected by 
the people to do this. The comp- 
troller general has no duties 
whatsoever in connection with 
the elections—other than receiv- 
ing affidavits of campaign 
spending by various candidates. 

Wouldn't it be more logical for 
the secretary of state to be one 
member of the three-member 
commission, along with the at- 
torney general? A two-member 
commission would need some- 
one to break a tie vote. The 
governor would be as logical as 
anyone else for this third post. 

Cravey, who is moving up as 
a potential candidate for gover- 
nor in 1954, has beén annexing 
quite a few powerful titles in 
recent years. As comptroller 
general he is also the state in- 
surance commissioner. He also 
heads a full-fledged state fire 
safety department, is a member 
of the state public safety board, 
the State Housing Authority 
and perhaps other boards. Mem- 
bership in this election arbiters 
board would be another power.

Call It ‘Otospongiosis’ 
—Not Otosclerosis 


If arteriosclerosis means. 
hardening of the arteries, 
otosclerosis should mean hard< 
ening of the ears; but good 
authorities say there is no
